Enzo, returns with the Kode9, a futuristic corker! 


• This is the ideal retrospective 
race-inspired vehicle of 

the former design boss of 
Pininfarina; designer of the 
Maserati Quattroporte and 
Ferrari’s Enzo and 599. 

• In 2006, Ken Okuyama left 
the Italian design house and 
moved back home to Japan, 
where he was promptly 
commissioned to design 


a new Japanese bullet train, 
a fancy tractor (really), and 
some seriously pricey cutlery. 

• Since then, he's been 
readying the world for 
the Kode9, a project that 
echoes his love for old Lotus | 
Sevens, Jaguar D-Types 
and a ridiculously futuristic g 
1950s thing called an Alfa | 
Romeo Disco Volante. 











• The result is a small, mid- 
engined car that started 
life as a Lotus Elise chassis 
“tub”, with a custom-made 
bodyshell incorporating 
pure oval-mouthed retro 
and bellow-shaped arches. 

• Look at the machined ninja 
Death Star-style rims. Ken 
said no to a back window, 
trading it for pearlescent 


paintwork moulding into an 
off-centre shark fin similar 
to the Jag D-Type racecar. 

• The engine comes from 
Honda - a Type R Civic to 
be precise - and has been 
supercharged to 370bhp. Like 
a Lotus Elise, the motor lives 
in the middle because this 
is a strict two-seater. Power 
goes through the rear wheels 


and the only traction control 
is how talented your right 
foot is. The Kode9’s ethos is 
simplicity, so it weighs about 
900kg - the same as a base 
model Fiat 500. So 60mph 
will pass in 4.6seconds, and 
it’ll peak at 160mph. 

• The finishing touch on the 
Kode9 is a detachable watch 
timer made by Ken’s friends 


at Tag Heuer. It clips into 
a specially machined alloy 
holster in the dash centre 
and features a trick carbon 
bezel. Handy anti-theft trick, 
but it harks back to Heuer’s 
dash-mounted 1911 invention 
used in the pioneering days 
of driving fast. 

• Six Kode9s will be made in 
2014 at about £100k a pop. 
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I must be barking! 


SCOUT, HERE, is a nine-year-old 
Pitbull who lives in Canada (with 
his pleasingly hot owner Jen 
Gillen). And Jen obviously gets enormous 
pleasure by balancing stuff on the 
accommodatingly flat head of her doggy.
